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assic Rock & Blues Quartet

The Classic Rock Blues Quartet (C.R.B.Q.) is an interest- 
ing combination of three seasoned veterans of the music 
industry: bass piayer Mark Boeher, drummer Barry 
Thatcher and lead guitarist/vocalist John English. The 
latter is affectionately referred to as the granddaddy of 
the band. They are joined by one relative newcomer, 
vocalist Marielle Proveaux, and the result is a harmonious 
group with an innovative sound. 

C.R.B.Q. is more than just a name for these four talented 
musicians. It is, as well, a perfect description of the var- 
iety of styles that they incorporate. Within any individual 
set it is commonplace to hear songs ranging from classics 
like “| Am The Walrus” and ‘‘Helter Skelter’ by the 
Beatles, to more current rock favorites like ‘Barracuda’ 
by Heart, with an occasional soul or bluesy tune like 
“Natural Woman” by Arentha Franklin mixed in to com- 
plete the balance. ‘ 

Each member of the group contributes their own unique 
style to the overall sound of the band. For example, 
Barry will play the harmonica while continuing on the 
drums during their performance of the Allman Brothers’ 
“Stormy Monday.” As is commonly appreciated, the tal- 
ent of John English does stand out. His raspy voice and 
overwhelming ability on the guitar is without a doubt at 
the core of the group’s innovative sound. 

Although the wide range of music that they perform is 
impressive, the most powerful part of the show is by far 
the Led Zeppelin tunes. John’s voice and style of playing 
are perfectly suited to Zeppelin material. During “Dazed 
and Confused,”’ for example, he even does Jimmy Page’s 
old trick of playing the guitar with a bow. And Marielle 
does a formidable job with the vocals to “Rock-n-Roll.” 

In addition to C.R.B.Q. being a worthwhile band to 
check out at Brownie’s in the upcoming months (see Band 
Calendar for specific dates), there are also rumors about 
John having a compact disc project in the works. This will 
consist of original material and is due to come out at the 
end of this year or early next. I’m sure you'll want to 
keep an eye out for this one. 

Andi: First, let’s get the band history question out of the 
way: How and when did you all get together? 

Barry: | worked with Mark on and off for a couple 
years doing pick-up work and he called me at the end of 


last summer and said he knew this mediocre guy (John) 
that could kind of keep his guitar in tune, so we got to- 
gether and it was all true; he really can keep it in tune 
(that was a joke!). 

Andi: How did Marielle come into the picture? 

John: We had crossed paths in the studio and | did some 
background vocals for a tune she was doing, so when our 
last lead vocalist left, | called her immediately because | 
knew she was a lot more rock-oriented, and it worked 
from the first night. 

Andi: John, could you expand a little bit on this solo 
project I’ve been hearing so much about? 

John: Yeah, I've been working on this solo album for 
about two years, and (groan) it’s almost done. 

Andi: This is your own, original material? 

John: It is stuff I’ve written, that | didn’t send to Boston 
(ha, haf). 
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_ Andi: How would you describe the style of this mater- 
ial? 
John: It's heavy pop, | mean, like enough’s enough type 


groove. It’s also very Beatles influenced, loud but melodic. 

Andi: Are any of you involved in this project? 

Barry: Well, we are all basically jumping on the coattails 
of this guy’s (John) efforts. 

Marielle: Aside from this project, John has a lot of or- 
iginal material that is just killer. He really is phenomenal, 
and we hope to be working with some of it in the near 
future. = 

Andi: John,-you mentioned Boston earlier; would you 
care to comment on your infamous musical background? 

John: In addition to work with Tom Schultz, I’ve had a 
few album contracts and | played bass with Bruce Spring- 
steen. 

Andi: How hard was it for you to learn to play with the 
bow? 

John: | just picked that up about a month ago. | bor- 
rowed a bow and said, “This would be cool.” 

Andi: Marielle, whose idea was it for you to do the lead 
vocals for “Rock-n-Roll”? 


Marielle: | heard Heart do it live once and | loved it. So,

ASBURY PARK, NJ - Music fans have a tendency to 
put their favorite artists on a pedestal, think of them as 
aloof and untouchable, out of reach. They often don’t 
realize that there is another side to these “‘rock stars,” the 
person behind the presence. We found this out first hand 
by spending time with The Soup Dragons and their tour 
staff. 

We were made to feel like one of the family. From 
watching “Pet Semetary” on the tour bus in front of the 
Fastlane in Asbury Park to being the band’s invited guests 
at their New York show at the Academy, and from doing 
4 very casual interview in the bar at their hotel in NYC to 
hanging out backstage before and during their show, we 
never felt unwelcome or out of place. This band that 
works their magic on stage everywhere they play is 
equally impressive in their professionalism and genuine 
compassion off-stage. 

Not everyone can be afforded the luxury of spending 
“off-time” with a band such as The Soup Dragons, but 
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Sushil Dade Jim McCulloch Sean Dickinson Paul Quinn

anyone can catch their live show and bask in the energy 
that these gentlemen simply radiate. 

The Soup Dragons hit big with the single “I’m Free,” but 
this tour, in support of their most recent release ‘‘Hot- 
wired,” proves that they are not another flash in the pan, 
a one-hit wonder, but a formidable force in the alternative 
music scene, 

Playing to jam-packéd houses at both shows we at- 
tended, they treated the crowd to one great song after 
another. “Divine Thing,” “Pleasure,” “Running Wild,” 
“Lovegod,”’ “Mother Universe,” and “I’m Free” were just 
some of the sorigs played. No one left either show dis- 
appointed. | can’t say that no one left unscathed, though. 
Lead singer Sean Dickson left the Fastlane show with 
chipped front teeth due to the carelessness of a stage 
diver. Someone decided to dive right in front of him and 
accidentally kicked the mike stand, sending the micro- 
phone squarely into his teeth. 

When the incident occurred, the band stopped the show 
and walked off stage. The crowd was not happy. At this 
point, with the place as packed as it was, all | could 
picture was a Belmar riot replay happening. After five 
very long, tension-filled minutes, Sean strolled back onto 
the stage and the band followed. “I’ve got my tooth 
cracked by some wanker!”, Sean commented to the 
crowd. “! don’t care if you stage dive, just stay away 
from my f***n‘ mike.” 

Sean told us later that the band knew about the Belmar 
riots and intended to come back on stage. He was just in 
a lot of pain and wanted to take a look at the damage 
before they finished the show. It didn't take him long to 
recover; he was bouncing around in no time! We asked 
Sean to make a statement, to our readers, about the over- 
all situation. 

“It was no big thing; somebody accidentally knocked 
the mike stand into my mouth. The thing was blown out 
of proportion. When a microphone hits your mouth, 
your teeth, you think it’s worse than it actually is, so | 
wanted to go off stage to see if | had any teeth left, 
basically that’s why we went off stage. It was also to try 
and cool the thing down a bit...The problem was the 
stage was very low and there were people falling every- 
where...People can jump on stage if they want but at least 
have a little respect when someone is playing a guitar and 
trying to sing...They can’t knock people in the band 
flying...” 


We were also able to speak with guitarist Jim McCulloch 
about the band. a 

M.K.: Let’s start off real basic; how did you guys get 
together? 

J.M.: It started in 1985. Sean started a band and Sushil 
ran an ad in a music shop as a bass player who can‘t play 
bass looking for a band. Sean phoned him up. They got 
together and they had to do a concert a month later and 
their guitarist went on holiday. | knew Sean, we hung out, 
he phoned me up and we got together. From then on, 
that’s how it’s been. It was very casual, it just sort of fell 


together.

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M. K _: Characterize yourself and the other Soup Dragons. ° : 


J.M.: \'m definitely very quite, a bit shy. Not on stage, in 

“real life,” a guitar gives me confidence. It’s something | 
know | can do. Sushil, there is nobody like Sushil. You 
just don’t know what he’s going to do next. He's very un- 
predictable. Paul, the drummer, he speaks his mind, he 
says what he feels, Sean’s the same. Sean is the main 
mind of the band, he comes up with most of the songs. 
He’s the “guiding light” behind the Soup Dragons. 

M.K.: What is the music scene like in Glasgow, Scotland? 
J.M,: Glasgow is a small city, that’s basically where the 
music industry is. Most people sort of gravitate towards 
Glasgow. There are a lot of things happening, a lot of soul 
music and metal music, like any city. Guitars are the big 
thing in Scotland, they always have been. They ‘ve always 
been heavily influenced by American music. 

M.K.: What are your influences? 

J.M.: A lot of jazz, a lot of blues music, 60's, 70’s, 50's, 
the whole lot. As long as it makes me feel good, that’s 
always been our yardstick. When you listen to records and 
you get that tingle in the back of your neck, you know 
it’s a great record. 

M.K.: Who are the back-up singers and the percussionist? 

J.M.: The percussionist is Steve Sydelnyk and the singers 
are Emma Whittle and Valerie Chalmers -- they are actual- 
ly sisters. 

M.K.: What is up next for you guys? 


J.M.: After America, we are flying straight home to 
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Glasgow. We have three or four weeks off and we'll make 


the video for our next single, “Pleasure.” Then we'll 
probably come back here again. It will be a theatre show, 
not a club tour like this one. 

Look for The Soup Dragons to be back in our area ina 
month or two. They havent yet released who they will be 
touring with, but In Tune will be there! Don’t miss them 
this time around. These Scottish lads are “HOTWIRED” 
for “92.

Ryan fastballs in a row, Dissonance, 
Blackboard and Motherflower took 
turns at releasing their gut-wrangling 
and brain-mangling alternative music 
On a very energetic, but not hostile, 
crowd that swelled into Reds Night- 
club here on August 27th. 

First onstage was Dissonance and to 
my astonishment, they came out 
with perfect Kiss make-up on, but 
certainly did not play the music of 
Kiss. They got right down to “brass 
tacks” (or should I say “iron tacks’’) 
with a grinding, powerful crunch 
that would rattle the boots off even 
the most “decibel-thirsty” fan. 

In the middle of their set, Disson- 
ance announced that they had “weak 
a bladders” and would be right back, 
ss = only to return in just sneakers and 
ess ‘ diapers to finish their show. The 
BLACKBOARD HEATING UP REDS. Serious powerful music. crowd was ecstatic. 

No sooner did the sound waves of 
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Dissonance evaporate than Black- 
board, always a favorite at Reds, 
sprang up on stage with lead singer 

Dave Klein wearing a look of deter- 
mination that convinces you that 
they take their music seriously and 
that it’s hard work to make strong 
music. Blackboard is very reminis- 
cent lhe Who and you would 
have to believe that bassist Tom 
McGinty bought a pair of shoes 
from the “Son of Flubber.” 

Although Biackboard’s manager, 
Mike Doebly, told<me later that the 
band didn’t perform to its usual 
standard and hit a few “clunkers,” 
this is all very forgiveable when you 
consider that even the most polished 
performers have bad nights and 
Blackboard should be commended 
for handling their thorny stage 
problems like pros. Besides, I’ve 
always lived by the “bum notes are 
OK” theory because that’s the 
essence of rock ‘n roll 

Also of note, Craig McRae’s drum- 
ming is always solid and fun to 
groove to. Blackboard. has a bright 
future and certainly have the talent 
to equal any national acts. 

The final freight train of the even- 
ing, Motherflower, exploded onto 
Reds’ cozy stage with lead vocalist 
Redd Skaire spearheading the assault 
with arms all akimbo and _ bald 
tattooed head gyrating wildly about 
on a rubbery neck. 

Bassist Jay O. Way-O is a cybornetic 
combination of smokey cool Fifties 
greaser welded onto a robotic and 
mechanical chassis. Certainly one of 
the world’s most unique-looking mu- 
sicians, Jay’s bass playing matches 
his description and that’s a com- 
pliment. 











The “no slam dancing” rule at Reds 
was lifted for this one night only and 
things began to get frenetic up at the 
stage with bodies twisting and 
ricocheting into all 360 degrees. 
When Motherflower finished and the 
crowd began to make their way out, 
the nightclub seemed like a battered 
boxer, Whether this music suits you 
or not, one thing must be said: It 
has incredible spirit and statement. 

Eve n though I will always be a fan 
of old blues music, Eric Clapton and 
ae: R olling Stones, my mind is ever 
open to new music and styles. Ihada 
great time and met cool people. 

Really when you think about it, rock 
’n roll draws its power from the same 
resources. The message is, if you ve 
never experienced a show like this, 
open your mind and check it out. 
You just might beech ce a few new 
corpustles that haven’t rocked yet.

Philly River Blues, with a very strong lineup of talent in- 
cluding John Lee Hooker and the John Mayall Blues 
Breakers, had one John Campbell Band steal the show.

He came on stage carrying an old Gibson acoustic guitar, 
and sat on a stool in the middle of the stage, bass player 

. to his left, another guitar player to his right, drummer 
right behind him. 

My first thought was to head down to another stage to 
catch a more upbeat band; but as soon as Mr. Campbell 
started playing, | was immediately overcome by his 
guitar-playing talents. His plugged-in Gibson acoustic 
sounded just like a roaring Strat, and | couldn't believe 
what | was hearing. His deep-toned Texas voice sang 
about troubled times and dark alleys, and the sounds from 
his guitar were just amazing. As | looked around, the huge 
crowd was clapping and yelling, and the folks in my area 
were all saying how great this guy and his band were. | 
know | was not the only new fan that John Campbell 
made that day, as he was the only act | saw there in two 
days that the audience demanded an encore from..- 

Needless to say, the Lobsterman ran right out the next 
day and bought John Campbell's new CD, “One Believer,” 
on the Elektra label. This disc smokes, and | highly recom- 
mend it to any blues fan looking for something a little 
different. | would also like to mention an outstanding 
performance by Otis Clay, who had about 20,000 people 
swaying and waving, and also The Finns, who played as 
well as the big boys at the festival, and even better than 
some of them. 

At the Pocono Blues Festival, Bobby Radcliff had the 
attention of the crowd, with his fantastic guitar playing 
and booming voice soaring through the mountaintops, 


but the Lobsterman thinks Kenny Neal was the show- © 


stopper here. This cat was all over the place, in the crowd, 
on the balcony, in the locker room, with his wireless 
guitar and make, singing and playing with the crowd and 
having a good old time. And brother, Kenny,can sing and 
play some rousing blues, so check him out if you get a 
chance. 

The Bucks County Blues Society's Annual R&B Picnic is 
the best blues party on the East Coast, as far as | know. 
They also had a strong lineup including Mark Hummel, 
Daryl Nulisch, and two Zydeco bands, but their headliner, 
Little Jimi King, was worth the price of admission by 
himself! | mean, how can a young man named after Jimi 
Hendrix and his own grandfather, the great Albert King, 
miss? Jimi King’s. stage presence was awesome, and his 
guitar work is right there with his namesakes. Jimi is one 


of those rare players that the guitar seems to be part of

make them the legends that they truly are. | have at- 
tended many of their live shows over the years, and this is 
one band that never disappoints an audience. Check them 
out next time they are anywhere near this area, or even if 
they're not. Many fans drive over 100 miles to see and 
hear the Nighthawks do their thing. |, for one, will con- 
tinue to attend the live shows and buy their records for as 
long as they keep playing, which | hope is a jong time.
